One hundred and 
twenty tons of white Seravezza mar- 
ble went into the making of _ this 
heroic memorial. It represents Fran- 
klin in a seated position, and shows 
him as he looked during the last 
years of his life. The statue is 20 
feet high. It will be placed in the 
rotunda of the Franklin Institute at 
Philadelphia, the oldest institution in

; Chungmou has been worst hit by the Yellow River 


fleods, a Government investigator reports, add- 
ing that‘the break in the dyke at Chaokou, ori- 
ginally small, has been widening and is now 


three yards i in extent. 


Water is pouring through the break in four streams 
all of which have joined the waters from Hua- 
yuankou at unemon, inundating eae dairds 


of the district. 


Three thousand refugees are said 
to have gathered ' at Shawo, four 
miles to the west of Chungmou, 
and ate reported to be entirely sur- 
rounded by the waters. Barks, 
trees and grass igs being consumed 
by the starving populace, who have 
finally sent three men to Cheng- 
chow asking for assistance. 

The Chinese authorities have 
sent boats to the village to take 
the party to Chengchow and the 
first arrivals are expected to-day. 

Under present conditions, the 
flood waters are expected to flow 
into the Hwai River and if the river 
continues to rise, the waters . will 
eventually join the Yangtse, it is 
believed. 

The immediate task confronting 
the Chinese authorities is to rush 
rescue. measures for the villagers 
marooned and for the refugees, 
said to be 120,000 at. Chungmou 
and. 20,000 at Chengchow. Crops 
in the flood areas are entirely des- 
troyed, but the casualties are be- 
lieved ° to be small owing to the 
slow progress of the floods. 

Two-thirds of the water of the 
‘Yellow River is stated to be flow- 
ing through the breaks in the dykes 
and one-third is continuing east- 
ward. along the river’s' present 
channel ‘with the result that num- 


‘}erous sandbanks are being created

Refusal To Defend 
Bombed Ships | 


London, To-day. 

Sharp criticism of the line of policy adopted by Mr. 

Neville Chamberlain, British Prime Minister, 

in the matter of air attacks on British shipping 

off the Spanish coast was made by Major Attlee, 

Leader of the Opposition, when the House of 

Commons debate was resumed Thursday even- 
ing, after a brief interruption. 

“Vessels which had been attacked,” he said, “had 
been engaged in a perfectly legitimate form 
of traffic and in accordance with the provisions 
of the Non-Intervention Agreement.” 

“He had been informed by the skippers of the at- 
tacked ships that the air raiders had come 


from the direction ‘of Baleares.” 

In taking action with the object 
of putting to an end these air at- 
tacks, it would be impossible, 
therefore, for the British govern- 
ment to come into conflict with| 
either Italy or Germany, since both 
countries were represented on the 
non-intervention committee and 
were bound to deprecate these 
raids as much as the British did.” |

Would 
Dwyer have volunteered the informa- 
tion about the coat? Are you to be- 
lieve, gentlemen, that Dwyer was go- 
ine back for the coat.
